ONCE IN PRACTICE HERE 


Recently Sustained Fall When Bank 


of Stream'Caved in and He Nar- 


rowly Escaped Drowning 


Andrew J. (Jack) Ross, age 68 


years,.a practicing attorney, and a 
member of thc Rush County Bar as- 
sociation, died Sunday afternoon at 
four o'clock at his home in Ander- 
sonvillc, following an illness of two 
months with complications. 
' 


The deceased formerly maintained 


an office here and was a member of 
the firm of Megce and Ross. He had 
been in failing health for 
several 


weeks, and recently received a fall 
near bis home, in which he narrow- 
ly escaped drowning. When 
found, 


his head was above water, and he 
was helpless in the stream, due tora 
cave-in of the bank. The exposure 
is 'believed to 
have hastened 
his 


death. 


The deceased was born December 


fl, 1850, at lAndersonville. He taught 
school and farmed in his earlier life. 
He was also in the merchantile bus- 
iness at Andersonville for 20 years. 
After (caching school for ten years, 
he took up the study of law, and 
began the practive of this .profes- 
sion in 1890, haying active practice 
in the county courts of Deeatur, 
Franklin, Fayette and Rush. 


He opened 
a 
partnership 
in 


Rushville January 1, 1915, with John 
D. Megec, and was here a 
number 


of years. He was well known here.

More Than 3,500 Licenses Issued 


First Half of Year 


LOCAL ALLOTMENT USED UP 


The mid-season rush for the pur- 


chase of automobile licenses at half 
price, is on in earnest at the Tri- 
angle Garage, Rush, eoWty 'office 
that has charge of distributing the 
automobile plates. 


The price of all licenses was cut in 


two Saturday, and 30 persons ap- 
peared for plates at that time, and 
others procured licenses today. In 
addition to the 30 plates issued Sat- 
urday, there were 2 truck licenses, 
one motorcycle and two chaffenr 
licenses issued. 


The business for the first half of 


the year has set a record, as in all 
3,509 pleasure car licenses have been 
issued. The allotment for the coun- 
ty was exhausted some time ago, 
and it was necessary to Reorder 
plates, with the serial number on the 
first 3^500 ranged from 167,000 on 
up.

There is always a possibility that 


oil may lie struck in a gas 
region 


because natural gas is an indication 
of oil, but even though oil is found 
in Rush county, the county will 
have many things 
more valuable 


than oil. 


Rush county has good farms, well 


stocked 
and well 
equipped 
with 


buildings, and 
consisting of 
uni- 


formly good soil well adapted 
for 


diversified agriculture. 


Oil wells are uncertain. They may 


give promise of being good produc- 
ers, but fail after large investments 
have been made.
